O VER 200 delegates 
gathered at 
the 6th annual 
Hackney Cycling 
Conference on 27 April, 
hosted by the Council, 
consultancy Steer Davis 
Gleave, and the Hackney 
Cycling Campaign. 

The conference was 
kicked off in entertaining 
style by Dr Ben Goldacre, 
the author of best-selling 
book ‘Bad Science’. 

He highlighted pitfalls 
for policy makers 
including bad questions, 
unrepresentative samples, 
and seeing patterns 
in random data, warning 
they should ‘trust no-one, 
only the data’. 

With Dr Goldacre’s 
words ringing in their 
ears, the other speakers 
explored the theme of 
cycling as a catalyst for 


healthy neighbourhoods. 

The speakers, who 
ranged from engineers to 
academics and campaign 
groups like the London 
Cycling Campaign and 
Living Streets, all agreed 
that the number one aim 
must be to reduce the 
dominance of cars. 

Dr Will Norman, 
London’s Cycling and 
Walking Commissioner, 
said: “London faces 
an inactivity 
crisis... we 
need to build 
activity 
into people’s 
daily lives.”

Healthy Streets Approach: 
a strategy to help 
Londoners use cars less 
and walk, cycle and use 
public transport more. 

There are 10 indicators 
which can be used to score 
a street - the higher the 
score, the ‘healthier’ it is 
- such as people choosing 
to walk, cycle and use 
public transport, it is easy 
to cross the road and has 
shade, shelter and places 
to rest. 

The audience heard 
how the healthy 
streets indicators 
could be applied to 
three locations 
on the Cycle 
Superhighway 
1 route in 
Hackney, 
around 
Leonard 
Street 


circus, EC2A; Culford 
Road, Nl; and 
Wordsworth Road, N16. 

However, it was noted 
that turning the A10 into 
a healthy street would 
be a challenge, as it will 
need to be tied into other 
major changes, such as 
the removal of the Stoke 
Newington gyratory. 

It was also confirmed 
that the Council is 
working with TfL on two 
schemes to improve safety 
for pedestrians and create 
space for cycling on Seven 
Sisters Road, N4, and 
Wick Road, E9, which will 
be consulted on this year.

Stik is well known 
for his murals, including 
Sleeping Baby, which was 
auctioned to raise money 
for Homerton hospital.

Deadline for voter registration 

FOLLOWING the announcement of a general election on 
8 June, residents who are not registered to vote at their 
current address are being urged to do so online before 
the deadline of 22 May. 

Since the introduction of new rules, everyone must apply 
to go on the electoral register individually. It may be that 
the Council needs further information in order to verify 
people’s identity. If so, the Council will write to residents. 
It is important that people respond to a request for 
information as quickly as possible to ensure they are on 
the register and can vote. 

People who are already registered to vote at their current 
address do not need to register again. Anyone who is not 
sure if they are registered should call: 020 8356 3000. 
Those who wish to vote by post, if they are going to be on 
holiday for example, or are unable to get to their polling 
station on election day, has until 5pm on 23 May to apply 
for a postal vote.

L ondon Fields 

Lido has closed 
for repairs and 
refurbishment 
until late summer. 

The work was necessary 
after tiles cracked and 
came away from the pool 
wall last year. A temporary 
barrier was installed 
to stabilise the wall, so 
the lido could continue 
to operate safely while 
the Council secured a 
contractor to carry out the 
full repairs. 

Tests identified a 
problem with the screed 
layer between the pool tank 
and the render holding 
the tiles, and subsequently 


confirmed that all the 
tiles, screed and render 
would need to be 
removed and replaced. 

The Council will use the 
closure as an opportunity 
to upgrade the lido’s 
indoor changing rooms 
and main reception area. 

Kim Wright, the 
Council’s Group Director, 
Neighbourhoods 
and Housing, said: “I 


understand that closing the 
lido will be frustrating for 
regular users, but the works 
are essential and the risks 
will be minimised if they 
are undertaken during the 
warmer weather. 

“Taking care to ensure 
the work is conducted in 
the best circumstances 
means we have been able to 
get lido users’ input on the 
designs for the refurbished 


indoor changing rooms and 
reception area. 

“The design maintains 
separate male and female 
changing areas and also 
significantly improves 
current facilities through 
the inclusion of lockers, 
individual shower and 
changing cubicles, baby 
change and family 
changing facilities. 

“This means swimmers 
will be able to enjoy 
better, modern facilities 
when the lido reopens in 
late summer.” 

The work on the lido 
will be carried out by Etec 
Contract Services and APS 
Pool Contracting.

Plans for redevelopment of the Britannia Leisure Centre site are approved 


PLANS for a brand new 
leisure centre, a new 
secondary school and 
housing - including about 
80 affordable homes - 
have been approved by 
the Council. 

The redevelopment 
of the Britannia Leisure 
Centre site, in Hyde 
Road, Shoreditch, will 
provide 900 much-needed 


secondary school places. As 
well as a sixth form; state- 
of-the-art leisure facilities, 
including a cafe and toilets 
accessible from Shoreditch 
Park; and about 480 new 
homes, 80 of which will be 
affordable, to part fund the 
community facilities. 

The design of the new 
leisure centre will be 
developed in consultation 


with users, but the Council 
expects it to include, as 
a minimum, a 25-metre 
swimming pool, learner 
pool, confidence pool 
for younger children, 
children’s soft play area, 
squash courts, fitness 
centre, spinning studio, two 
exercise studios, sports hall, 
and multi-use games area. 
The existing leisure centre 


will only close when the 
new one is open. 

The existing Britannia 
Leisure Centre was built in 
two stages in the 1970s and 
1980s and is now coming 
to the end of its life. The 
cost of fully refurbishing 
the centre would be 
approximately £l4million 
and would require it to 
close for 18 to 24 months.

Flower of 
strength 



By Harriet Worsley 


T HERE are more 
than 100,000 
refugees living in 
the UK. They are 
over six times more likely 
to be unemployed than 
the national average, the 
women among them even 
more so. 

But at Hackney City 
Farm, a small group 
of women are surrounding 
themselves with flowers 
in order to try and 
change that. 


“The idea is to provide 
both practical advice 
and the therapeutic 
outlet of floristry,” 
says Olivia Head. 

She is explaining the 
ethos behind Bread and 
Roses, the organisation she 
launched last year with her 
co-founder Sneh Jani. 

“We help women 
develop the skills they need 
to go on and find jobs, 
as well as the emotional 
stability they’ll need to 
sustain them. ” 

There are six women 
in the current Bread and 
Roses programme. 

Some come from Eritrea, 
some from Syria, others 
from the Congo. 


“They’ve signed up to a 
six-week training course. 
We pay for their travel 
and provide refreshments. 
Every week they learn 
new floristry techniques 
from the professional 
florists who lead the 
sessions,” explains Olivia. 

The arrangements they 
make in these sessions are 
then delivered to clients 
around London, including 
major companies like 
Oliver Wyman and 
HelloFresh. 

“That’s how we 
fund the programmes,” 
she adds. 


Over the next few months, 
Bread and Roses is also 
providing flowers for some 
big events, and the current 
group of women will be 
employed to help with each. 

“They’ll get the London 
living wage,” says Olivia. 
Adding: “For many of the 
women, this will be the first 
time they’ve taken up any 
kind of employment in the 
UK, so it will be a big step 
for them.” 

On top of all this, 

Olivia is in the process of 
moving from one day job 
to another, this time at the 
established refugee charity 
Breaking Barriers. 

It sounds like hard work 
but, says Olivia: “I always 


knew I’d like to 
do something with a 
social impact.” 

Growing up in Bath, 
she watched her mother 
volunteer at a local 
homeless shelter and work 
as a teacher in a pupil 
referral unit. Her father ran 
medical charities. 

“Their mantra was 
always: the best way to 


lead a fulfilling life is to get 
up each day and do 
something you find 
meaningful,” says Olivia. 

So while her friends were 
enjoying their freedom at 
university, Olivia decided 
to follow her mother’s lead 
and volunteer at a hostel 
for the homeless. 

“At first I was just doing 
the washing up,” she says. 


Adding: “Then I moved 
up to running activities 
for the residents. My 
favourite was the weekly 
spa sessions: eight blokes 
and me, chatting while 
sticking our feet into 
donated foot spas.” 

After university, 
however, Olivia found 
herself ‘utterly clueless 
about how to put my ideals 


into practice’. 

Until, that is, a friend 
sent her a link to Year 
Here, a Hackney-based 
programme for graduates 
who want to test and 
build organisations with 
a social purpose. 

She applied, got in, and 
suddenly found herself 
thrown into a whirlwind 
of new information and 
people, including her 
future business partner 
Sneh Jani. 

“Sneh had been a 
management consultant at 
Deloitte, and I was utterly 
intimidated by her. But we 
discovered we had a shared 
interest in working with 
refugees. And suddenly, we 
were developing a project 
together,” says Olivia. 

When it came to naming 
that new project, Olivia’s 
mum provided inspiration 
yet again. 

“She raised me on 
Ken Loach films, and I’d 
always had his film ‘Bread 
and Roses’ in the back of 
my mind as a beautiful 
message: working women 
having the right not only 
to bread to eat, but also to 
pleasure and the ability to 
flourish,” explains Olivia. 

Last year, Bread and 
Roses was born to do just 
that for refugee women. 

More than 50 women 
have already taken its 
courses, some of them are 
already in employment or 
volunteering positions. 

“The process of seeking 
asylum can be so damaging 
that even when it’s over, 
people find themselves too 
traumatised to seek out 
work,” says Olivia. 

Adding: “In the future, 
we hope to be able to 
offer women more regular 
work ourselves. Wouldn’t 
it be great if they could 
eventually go back into 
the refugee organisations 
through which we found 
them, and inspire more 
women to feel hope?”

THE size of Hackney’s electric vehicle charging network 
is set to increase and the Council’s diesel vans will also 
be replaced with electric vehicles. 

Charging points will increase in number from 16 at 
12 locations, to 46 at 23 locations. It means that, 
from 2020, all households in the borough will be less 
than 500 metres from a vehicle charging point. The 
announcement comes as the Council is expanding its 
own electric fleet, with over 40 new vehicles expected to 
be in use by April next year. The Council is also offering 
three months free membership of Source London, which 
runs the electric car charging points, for new members.

ZEN and art of cutting toxic air pollution in the City 


A NETWORK of 
businesses tackling toxic 
air in Shoreditch and the 
City fringe has welcomed its 
1,000th member. 

The lettings transaction 
platform Goodlord has 
joined businesses in the 
City fringe Zero Emissions 
Network (ZEN), set up 
by Hackney, Islington and 
Tower Hamlets councils, 


to offer advice to help 
businesses reduce their 
impact on air quality. 

Kim Wright, the 
Council’s Group Director 
for Neighbourhoods and 
Housing, said: “We want 
to transform the area into 
an example of everything 
that London should be 
striving for, with people- 
friendly streets, prioritising 


low emissions transport 
and most importantly, 
clean air.” 

One business to benefit 
is Black Box Coffee, which 
followed the network’s 
recommendations and used 
a ZEN grant to buy a cargo 
bike. Ben Murtaugh, owner 
of Black Box Coffee, said: 
“The network has been 
great for us, we managed to 


secure a grant for our cargo 
bike, which has been great. 

“It looks really good, it’s 
free to get around, it can fit 
everything inside it we need 
for an event and it’s zero 
pollution: a bonus!”

• Boil two pots of water, one with white wine 
vinegar, the other without 

• Slice the cheese an inch wide 

• Cook the beetroot in the water and white wine 
vinegar for 20 mins until soft 


• Prepare an ice bath to cool the beetroot

• Once cooled, peel the skin off and finely 
dice the beetroot. Add 100ml of oil and 

10g chopped parsley 

• Cook the peas and broad beans for 2-5 
mins, then cool down in an ice bath

The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
